SOME RECOLLECTIONS OF MR. 
JUSTICE BUCKNILL. 


Al who know Sir Thomes Townsend 
Bucknill will regret the cause of his retire. 
ment.. Ha leaves the Bench with tha 
esteem of all’ who have been cognisant of 
the spirit in which he has dis¢harged ita 
duties. Consideration for those who camo 
befor him in any capacity was one of Mr 
Justice Bucknill's most proagunced charact, 
teristics, Hue once made sume observations 


tosplaintitl, whose attitude towards his 
opponent was plainly based on a spirit of 
extreme bitterness, that deserve permanont, 
reutd. After closely listening ta the 
evidences for some time. he lesned forward 
over his desk witha kindly expression on 
his countenance, and this spoke ta tho 
plaintid:: 

“T know a great deal 
‘nw than you do, [have t 
s nee 1864, and Lean tell you my experience 
is that if you cau meet your enemy half 
way it is much hetter to do ao than to fig t 
to the bitter end, even supposing you are 
right” : .
